Medical Ft

Will Oppose 
Service In Yearly 
Council Elections 


• TO MEET a nationwide emer- 
gency need of medical personnel 
trained in aviation ophthalmology 
and aviation medicine, the School 
of Medic, ine, through Its Depart- 
ment of Ophthalmology, is pre- 
senting an intensive course in this 
field. Sessions began yesterday and 
will continue through this Satur- 
day. 

The course is designed to fulfill 
requirements of the medical pro- 
fession that have grown out of the 
advance of aviation, and that re- 
cently have been made more acute 
by reason of the extensive pilot- 
training program of the Federal 
Government. Last fall, when the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority under- 
took to train during the coming 
year some 11,000 new civilian pilots, 
its was found that the number of 
physicians fully equipped to carry 
the medical end of this program 
was Inadequate. 

The medical officers of the Army, 
the Navy, and the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority have cooperated with 
the University In organizing the 
course in Aviation Ophthalmology 
and Aviation Medicine and are 
serving As guest lecturers. Doctors 
from every one of the forty-eight 
states, as well as from Canada, 
Alaska and Puerto Rico, will at- 
tend. Dr. William Thornwall Davis, 
executive officer of the Department 
of Ophthalmology of the School of 
Medicine, is in charge of the 
course. 

Subjects to be covered are: His- 
tory and Development of Aviation 
Medicine, Physiological Problems 
incident to Military and Commer- 
cial Flying. Vision and Accommoda- 
tion, Motility of the Eye, Stereop- 
sis and Depth Perception. Color 
Vision and Night Blindness, The 
Fundus of the Eye, The Cardio- 
vascular System In Aviation, Re- 
fraction as Applied to Aviation, Ot- 
olaryngology as Applied to Avia- 
tion, Equilibration, The General 
Physical Examination, Psychologi- 
cal Aptitude as Applied to Aviation, 
Physiological Effects of Altitude 
Flying, Fatigue, Structural and 
Other Disqualifying Defects, Safety 
Appliances and Emergency Meas- 
ures in Accidents, Administration 
in Commercial Aviation, The Hu- 
man Element in Airplane Crashes, 


• A COMBINATION which has 
been brewing for nt least two years 
last week evolved n new campus 
political party which soon will nt- 
lempt to dislodge Service party 
from Its three-year domination of 
the Student Couneil general elec- 
tions. 

The new group, which has taken 
for Itself a name which ils mem- 
bers allege is significant of its aims 
■ the Reform Party, is composed of 
representatives of nine social corn- 
pus organizations and a .scattering 
of non-affiliated students. 

An organization meeting on Tues- 
day March 26th nominated a tenta- 
tive slate of candidates for Student 
Couneil and Senior Class officers 
and made provision for the draft- 
ing of a suitable constitution. Twq^ 
$ days later a group of approximately 
40 met in Columbian House, for- 
mally ratified a constitution, and re- 
vised and confirmed its candidates. 
Both will he presented at the next 
meeting of the Student Life Com- 
mittee for recognition and approval, 
as provided in University and Stu- 
dent Counciei regulations. Service 
party has already been duly accred- 
ited. and needs only to have its list 
of nominees for office aproved by 
the Committee. 

Campus wide voting for Student 
Council officers was Inaugurated In 
1935, with two parties— Service and 
Progressive - cenntesllng in the 
•lection. Service won that year; Pro* 
gresslve the following, and Service 
returned to power in 1937 and has 
won a majority of the offices each 
year since then. 

In the early part of 19.'!8 a re- 
vised student government constitu- 
tion was ratified, and in ihe yearly 
elections held under it that spring 
Progressive failed to present a 
ticket; the opposition to Service be- 
ing provided hy two new parties, 
Ihe Independent Voters League, 
composed mainly of non-nfllllnted 
students, and remnants of the Pro- 
gressive Party under the name of 
the Non-Partisan League. 

L*«t year the Independent Voters 
League alone opposed and was de- 
feated by Service. Indications at 
that time and since, however, point- 
ed to an eventual coalition of the 
"outs." That has just been com- 

ot fhe new group is 
Carter Bowen, who \Wth Edgar Ba- 
ker and others initiated the actual 
organisation. Groups represented at 
the organization meeting were Aca- 
oola, Alpha Delta Pi, Pi Beta Phi, 
Chi Omega, Sigma Chi, Sigma Nu, 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon, Theta Delta 
Chi, Tau Sigma Rho and Independ- 
ents. 

A combined rally and dance was 
held by the Reform Party at the 
Sigma Nu house Sunday night and 
attracted a large crowd. 

Announcement of the opposing 
tickets is not expected to he made 
, until after approval by the Student 
Life Committee or a subcommittee 
I hereof, probably meeting the- latter 
part of this week. Elections are ten- 
tatively set for the week of April 22. 


• SOME OF THE LEADING econo* 
mists In ihe country will come to 
the University to participate in a 
Conference on Economic Policy, 
which will open Friday night. 
Speakers include Marrlner Kecles, 
chairman of the Board of Gover- 
nors, Federal Reserve System; Dr. 
Rexford Guy Tugwell, formerly Re- 
settlement Administrator; Dr. John 
Williams. Dean of the Graduate 
School of Public Administration. 
Harvard University; Dr. Lorle 
Tarshls of Tufts College; Dr. Wood- 
lief Thomas, of the Federal Re- 
serve; and Dr. Richard Gilbert, De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The conference was arranged by 
Professor Arthur E. Burns and an 
advisory committee of government 
economists. The purpose of the 
series of lectures is to examine the 
basic problems of recovery policy 
as carried out by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The six main speakers 
and the eight panel members, 
drawn from government and aca- 
demic circles, are among the most 
qualified In the country to analyze 
the issues of government economic 
policy. The meetings of the con- 
ference are April 5, 26, May 15 and 
June 7. 

The series will be opened Friday 
night, April 5, hy Professor Burns. 
Two speakers are scheduled for 
this first session. Dr. Woodllef 
Thomas, of the Board of Governors, 
Federal Reserve System, will lead 
off with the Introductory paper 
"Some Aspects of Recovery Policy." 
Dr. Lorle Tarshls, of Tufts College, 
will follow with a paper entitled 
"Labor Policy and Re-employment." 
Dr. Alan Sweezy, of the Works 
Projects Administration, will he 
chairman of the meeting. A panel 
comprising Dr. Carroll Daugherty, 
of the Wages and Hours Adminis- 
tration. and Dr. Frank Coe. of the 
Federal Security Agency, will dis- 
cuss these papers. 

Financing Recovery 

Marrlner Eccles, chairman of the 
Board of Governors, Federal Re- 
serve System, will discuss the poli- 
cies and problems of flnancing re- 
covery on April 26. A panel con- 
sisting of Dr. Gerhard Cohn, a 
noted German econotnist now with 


• THE CECILIA CUMMINGS Re- 
search Funtf, which will be used to 
establish a new unit in the School 
of Medicine in the University, has 
been established by Homer S. Cum- 
mings. former United States Attor- 
ney-General, as a memorial in hon- 
or of his wife, the late Cecilia Cum- 
mings. 

The gift will he used for the 
study of arterial hypertension and 
hypertensive heart diseases, better 
known as high blood pressure and 
such concomitant diseases as heart 
disease, kidney damage and cere- 
bral hemorrhage. This clinic will 
be the first research project ever 
established exclusively for the in- 
vestigation of this type of heart 
disorder. 

Dr. Paul F. Dickens, clinical pro- 
fessor of medicine in the School of 
Medicine and close friend of Cum- 
mings, will head the clinic. The re- 
search fund will allow Dr. Dickens 
to engage a research fellow to aid 
him in the investigations of high 
blood presure and kidney disorders 
in connection with high blood pres- 
sure which he has been carrying on 
since 1925. 

The initial gift of $1200 a yeat 
for a period of, five years beginning 
July 1, 1940. may he augmented by 
such contributions as others ma.\* 
care to make in the future, it was 
announced hy thp former Cabinet 
member. The clinic has already 
received Its first hit of equipment, 
which is also a gift of Cummings. 
It is the specially designed cardiac 
bed bought for Mrs. Cummings 
when her illness, a heart disease 
caused by high hlood pressure, be- 
came acute. 

Cummings, who has shown his 
great interest in this fundamental 
study in medicine, expressed grati- 
tude that the University has ac- 
cepted the gift and will go forward 
with the work. 


• FOUR MEMBERS of the Univer- 
sity's administrative staff received 
promotions last week according to 
an announcement made hy Presi- 
dent ClOyd H. Marvin, .following 
action by the Board of Trustees.

Mr. Merry, who came to the Uni- 
versity in April, 1928. was made 
business manager. Previously he 
had acted as assistant to the comp- 
troller and superintendent of build- 
ings and lands. For nearly a year 
he has acted In the capacity of 
business manager, though that of- 
fice has just been created. 

Mr. Herzog joined the adminis- 
trative staff in July, 1931, and has 
acted as graduate manager of pub- 
lications, assistant to thp comp- 
troller, Mslsiant comptroller arjd 
since the death of Charles W. 
Holmes, had been acting ns Comp- 
troller, the position given him last 
week. 

Miss Sedgwick came to the Uni- 
versity the same year Dr. Marvin 
assumed his duties as President. 
She has acted as secretary to the 
president since then and has now 
been made Administrative Secre- 
tary. 

Mrs. Barrows who Joined the Uni- 
versity staff in Ihe fall of 1929 first 
received the position of director of 
women’s personnel guidance. This 
was the University's equivalent to 
a dean of women. Because her du- 
ties often concern men as well as 
women students she has been given 
the title Director of Personnel 
Guidance. 

Mrs. Barrows also directs the 
University’s employment service.

vancement. The Ordinances and 
Code Governing the Academic Per- 
sonnel states: "That the salary paid 
Jor the period of the furlough be 
understood to be a contemporane- 
ous compensation for service ren- 
dered to the University in acquiring 
efficiency for subsequent service to 
be rendered to the University.’’ At 
the request of Prof. Stone, the 
president and the deans agreed that 
if at the end of this furlough Miss 
Martha Gibbon desired to accept an 
appointment elsewhere a recom- 
mendation would be made to the 
Board that the requirement of sub- 
sequent service be waived in her 
ca.*e. The committee is advised 
that Miss Gibbon declined to con- 
sider either suggestion. 

Not Recommended for Promotion 

5. A careful review of )he annual 
reports and statement* submitted 
definitely establishes the fact that 
Miss Gibbon has never been rec- 
ommended for promotion to asso- 
ciate professorship by the deans of 
her colleges. 

6. The committee finds that con- 
trary to statements made by Mis* 
Gibbon, the procedure with respect 
to faculty personnel gives due re- 
gard to the recommendations of the 
executive officers and deans con- 
cerned. Formal recommendations 
for promotion are made to the 
Board of Trustees upon the unani- 
mous agreement of the appropri- 
ate executive officer, the deans con- 
cerned, and the president. No de- 
viation from the normal procedure 
has occurred with respect to Miss 
Gibbon during her term of service 
to the University. 

In view of these facts the com- 
mittee find* that there Is no basis 
nor foundation for the statements 
made by Miss Gibbon as to unfair 
treatment, and In view of all these 
circumstances and Miss Gibbon's 
voluntary resignation, the action 
taken by the Board of Trustees in 
confirming th acceptance of her res- 
ignation was proper.

To the Kdltora of The Hatchet: 

In my annual letter to The 
Hatchet, I would like to take as my 
text for this year the topic “How 
F. F. B. Ran Amuck," or 'The Rev- 
olution of Nihilism Comes to G. 
W.” Since I prefer not to Indulge 
in purely personal bickering, I 
should like to state that my basic 
interest is not one of attacking a 
fellow student, but rather one of 
examining what this student, Frank 
Ford Burnet, seems to me to rep- 
resent at this stage of campus af- 
fairs. 

For It Is my conviction that what 
transpired at the last Congress 
meeting was merely the culmina- 
tion of a situation that has existed 
for some time, and that the imme- 
diate issue as to whether the ad- 
journment was legal and related 
technicalities was merely the event 
which brought to a head a basic 
condition. And it is this basic con- 
dition which interests me rather 
than the legal technicalities of the 
moment. 

For the past two or three years 
the history of the Congress has 
been one in which the progressive 
and allegedly radical members have 
put forth most of the ideas and 
issues; they have done practically 
all the real debating on the ques- 
tions involved in those issues, and 
they have out-maneuvered the op- 
position on political and parliamen- 
tary matters. 

The conservative element, led by 
Burnet, Russell, Hamm, and Crowe, 
has set sullenly by unable to com- 
pete Intellectually and outgener- 
aled politically. It was. therefore, 
only natural that they would seek 
some device whereby they could re- 
store their authority even though 
they were manifestly not Interested 
in the Congress for Its Intended 
purpose of permitting the projec- 
tion of conflicting viewpoints. So 
they resorted to the device of the 
lower order of politicians and per- 
suaded a group of Innocent, "What 
do we do now, Frank" fraternity 
people to part with one dollar for 
the privilege of participating in this 
revolt against superior Intelligence 
— to participate In this "Revolution 
of Nihilism." 

Lacking an affirmative objective 
they had to have an enemy or 
scapegoat, and It was only natural 
they would select that which sym- 
bolized their previous frustrations, 
namely, the person who had more 
than any other person so frequently 
embarrassed them Intellectually and 
made them look allly on purely po- 
litical maneuvers. In the best Hit- 
lerian tradition they couldn't con- 
sider formulating anything tangi- 
ble- that they stood toe— they werd 
simply opposed to that which they 
had not been able to cope with in 
the accepted manner. All of which, 
of course, not only reveals their 
basic Intelligence (or. lack thereof) 
but also serves as a distinct tribute 
to Bill Gaufmann. (I might com- 
ment here that It |s this purely 
negative approach to matters that 
accounts for Mr. Burnet's not be- 
ing editor of The Hatchet at this 
time, and It was no mere oversight 
that I didn't support him in his 
case against the administration.) 

As to Mr. Burnet’s amusing ref- 
erences to un-democratlc proce- 
dures, ward-heeler politicians, and 
anarchy It should be pointed out 
that Mr. Burnet and his fellow 
travelers have shown no serious 
Interest In using the most vital 
democratic procedure of the Con- 
gress, namely, the opportunity to 
express their philosophy and points 
of view on the floor; that they have 
used the most cherished device of 
a real ward-heeler politician In per- 
suading people to attend a meeting 
just to follow orders a la Pender- 
gast and vote rather than to take a 
serioua Interest in the basic pur- 
poses of the Congress; and, Anally, 
that they have devoted their efforts 
to a childish policy of rple or ruin 
rather than presenting some affirm- 
ative ideas on legislative matters. 
And I see little to admire In a let- 
ter that was simply a name calling, 
shallow appeal that I could libel 
as the product of a typical Southern 
demogogue, but which I will accept 
as a composition written without 
the "sober reflection" he supposedly 
gave It. 

In conclusion, then, Mr. Editor, 
may we hope that the followers of 
Mr. Burnet will recognize their 
leadership for what It is, and that 
they will address a few questions 
to themselves rather than lo Frank.

• FOR THE PAST several years George Washington University’s basket- 
ball teams, with top-notch records, have brought the school prominence in 
national athletics. Now the Buff football team is on the up grade and the 
varsity nine Is green but promising. Next season the Colonials will be a 
member of the Southern Conference, ending their long reign as one of 
the East's outstanding independent schools. In other words, all this add* 
Up to the fact that George Washington is appearing in the sport* horizon 
as a future great. 

But there are some things missing In the University’s athletic setup 
and these things are the minor college sports. Boxing, track and swim- 
ming have not been represented by the school. The only minor sports 
team at G. W. U. is a tennis team and it has never been given due recog- 
nition. We are represented at the present by only three big teams— foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball. To attain a place of Importance in national 
sports a college must be represented not only in the "big three" but also 
In the minor sports. 

Boxing and track have been two of the leading sports in the Southern 
Conference for a long time and when the Colonials enter the loop they 
should be represented In these divisions. The S. C. swimming meet held 
each year is also a big event that could bring distinction to the winner. 
There is no reason to believe that boxing would not succeed here in Wash- 
ington as Columbus, Maryland and Catholic Universities, all having 
boxing teams, have been well supported at their matches. 

Perhaps there is a future A1 Blozls, Chuck Fenske or Glenn Cunning- 
ham at the school who has had no opportunity to exhibit his ability. The 
athletic department would certainly have very little trouble finding suit- 
able athletes to participate in these sports. It would really be worth 
while to develop these sports at the University and prepare teams for 
greater things In the future. Of course for the first few years of competi- 
tion the Colonials could hope for little success in the minor sports field 
—HRich is the case of the varsity baseball team this year. With little 
more than raw material the baseball nine is not expected to win many 
games and student* seem to realize this Just as they would in other new 
■ports. ( , 

Why can’t the Colonials be represented fully in the sports world? 
If George Washington University wants to become a sports power the 
school must set up a system of minor sports.
